Baltimore, Feb. 7.-(9:20 .p.m.)-.TJie 
Hire IS still raging, with the fire depart- 
ment helplof^s and with the flames stead- 
ily traveling eastward on .Baltimore and' 
1' ayette streets. Tlie Union Trust btuld- 
uig bn.s fallen in; the Carrollton 'hotel is 
on hre; the Herald and News buildings 
are app.-iieiitiy doomed and the occu- 
pants have moved out. The Sun is pre- ' 
paring to move also, Cloud.-J of biirniiiu: 
cindern cover the whole of the city. 

The fire has now reached the Contin- 
ental Trusts building, a si.\-story struc- 
ture, in which is located the main of- 
lue of the Postal 'Jelegruph Compaiiy. 
Manager Moore, of the Postal Telegraph 
Company, has ordered Uie employees to 
leave the building. 

Owing to tho great congestion of tho 
fire apparatus, the crowds of iipoipie 
■ind the general confusion, manv of the 
Miginivj wero unable to liiid a' place . 
ivlu.re they would be of any service. 
With loud roars, wall after wall toppled 
into tlie streets and the Jirenion ran l'<ir 
their lives. All kiniKs of -wires liad 
to be cut to clear the wav for the -fir'- 
fighters. The block bounded bv Ger- 
man, ^Liberty, Sharp and Baltimore- 
streets was early found to be doomed, 
and tho . firemen turned .their atteution, 
to saving the buildings on Baltimore 
street east of Sharp. 

' The fire was soon beyond their con- 
trol, and the llaines ran from one build- 
ing to another desjiite the fact that the 
ilireiiieii had done their beft to check the 
.progress of Ilie (lames by soaking the 
structures with water. For a time fear 
was felt for the City hospital. The 
Sisters of ilercy in cliarge of tiie insti- 
tution were all at their posts, aud an 
efl'ort'was made to keH.'p the fast-coming 
conllagration from the patients. A few 
cinders fell on the dome of tlie linspital. 
but were extinguished .by the phy«iciaus 
of till' house stalT.

contiagrution. The tlanies ' quivered for 
a tew moments under tlie water, but 
soon ate, into the buibliims on tlie east 
si>lo. Two truck Avagons caught Lire, 
the fircmeu fleeing for their lives. 

The whole city was notified of tho 
couilngration by n tcriCfic es!).os;.-in 
whicli occurred some niinutej» after 11 
o'clo'-'- a sliar]!, f,.p!itting roar went 
lip like reverberating thunder. This was 
lollowid by a peculiar whistling uo^se 
like that made by a shrill wind. The 
churches of the central sections of the 
city were lilled with worshippers, m.auy 
of w-liom became frightened, and wliib; 
no ]ianics ensiieil, hundreds of men and 
w i.-iiieii left their seats and went outside 
to see what had luiiiiiiened. In a few 
iiionients the streets and iiavments all 
over the city were crowuc'd with peo- 
ple.

It has been | 
shown thai he llealeil two great enter- 
prhses— a steel trust and a sliipbuildiug 
trust — by mi<srepreseiicatlon and fraud of 
the grossest character. Thi^e enter- 
prijies ran into tiie niilliiais.

They are enforcing thoir 
tommands, and Schwab, il&e .'Wright, 
lia« discovered at last that he is not 
iibovo the law. (Negotiations Lave now 
reached the stage of a compromise offer 
fri^iii tho manipulator. His offer has

seven years. 

'J'lie deeeased knight was a native of 
Windsnr (I'iii.u'landi and was born on 
iXovomber S, ISK!, in the reign of iieoive 
111. IL was conNeiiueutl.i a matter of 
'pride Lo wliieli he jifien latterly allU'.led 
to, that lu' had lived within Jive reigns— 
itleorge lid., George IV., William iV., 
tjiieen \'ietoria and Kdward \'U. 

!llis famil.v \vas a younger liraneh of 
the former l^iirls of I'i.-^se.v, and his fath- 
er and graiuifalher were men of great 
eiilture, the latter espeeialiy being a 
gri'at linguist. ISlr Joseph DevcreiiK wa - 
an uetivc meuvber of the Windsor i iun 
eouucil for nearly half "a ceutury. hav- 
ing been elected a coutmuu councillor in 
18t>3. Seven years -later— 1874— -he 'Was 
elected to the poriition of aldennan, whicli 
ollice be retained to his deei'ase, In 
the meantime sueh was his r,io|)ulai ii y 
nnd worth, tiiat he was placed on ih'e 
ccuiunissioii of the peaee I'lir tile borough 
in IttiT. and ^vxs therefore llic senior 
iii/ii; .-irate 'en tiie roin; aUn in IM'iO, only 
si.\ >ears .ifler liif eiiiry into tlie eollii- 
eil, he was elected tn the i.Iliei.' efniayer, 
and ehief iiiagist |-;i i e, in iKom' d.iys, a 
Very rare and distinguished koimV in- 
ileeil fur a youn;; ciiuni-illiir. 

Tv.'t'i\L' ye.irs later- l.sSl -In.. ■,va> 
elei-ted mayor for the S''eon I liiiK', and 
w .'IS re-eiecied for IM.'^l.'. aiiotlier siieeia', 
lienor conferred ujion him by his oid- 
ieagues in the town coum il. 

In IStilJ the deeeased had the honor 
by the direct relHle^Jl of Her late iMa- 
jesly of inducting liis Koyal Highuoss, 
I'rinee Christian, into the'ollice of lord 
high stevi-anl of the bevough, and in the 
.same yi ar, he attended in stale the re 
cilieiiiiiu' of tlie I'arisli eliureli after its 
int 1 rnal restoration. 

With all tlie royal and other events 
eenneete'l with the bnrou^'h. Sir .loseph 
In'vereii.^; \eas intimately conneeted. 
1 luring his lirst iii.iynraity. King f.eu- 
jMild nf liel'.;ii!ni vi.siied this eonniry, at 
a time when it was necessary lie sh.oa'.d 
seeiire the goo. I elliees of the" late Queen 
and oi' the goveriiiiieiu on hehaif of liis 
eolllltry. ."-^ir ,io.^elih liad tiie l.ell'ir of 
uniting wirli the mayors and iirovusts of 
l)ie United King'.lom in ^ireseiitiug a na- 
liiiiial uddres.s to the King of tiie Bel- 
gians at Buckingham palace, and it was 
on the occa6>iou of the procession in 
Hyde park that he insisted upon AVind- 
.-jor's right of priority by virtue of its 
ehurters, which were subsetiuently ex- 
amined aud amply bore out iiis eoiiteii- 
tion. 

iHe subsoQuently went to Brussels in 
company with the late recorder of Wind- 
sor I.Mr. .Man uMiu-Lean .Skinner^ and 
was the giiiHt along with other mayois 
of the King of tlie Belgians at a ban- 
quet, when he had the honor of sittuig 
vis-ii-vis to His Majesty, wiio aeeoriied 
him the speeial honor of ph'dging l.is 
health as tlie rejireM'nt a ti ve of the royal 
borough. Afterwards v.-iieii the guests 
had adjonrned into the ball-room of the 
palace, bo was chosen by his brother 
mayors and provosts to felicitously ad- 
dress His 'Majesty on their Jjehalf. 

In 16S3 he received the honor of 
knighthood from Her late Maj&st}-, tlie 
intimation of it being conveyed in the 
following inanner;

"Sir.— I li.'ive the pleasure of ini'orni- 
iug yon that .Mr. ([ladstoiie is permitted 
by the tjiieen t'l propose that you should 
receive the honor of knighthood as a 
special recognition of Her Majesty's ap- 
preciation of your loyal services.

In \^'A lie received the "(Jrder of 
l.eiipnld of Belgium" from tlu' King nt 
the Belgiiius. ilu polities Sir Joseph was 
a staimeh Conservative. He waa also 
a ••Kiiiglit-IIarbiuger" of the Primrose 
league. 

iStr Joseph Devereux was a widower. 
Ele married in 1^2 Mary tiouisa Bow- 
deu, who died on Juae 29, IStX). and 
was buried in the Windsor cemetery. 

IHe leaves behind him to mourn his 
lo.'w three sons— also six duugliterH, and 
ji niece '.Miss J. Devereu.v of Victoria, 
i;.(.'. 

The funeral of the late .\lderman Sir 
Joseph Devereu.x, whose death was re- 
corded in our last issue, took idaee on 
Nlondiiy amid ninny sigiiH id' esti em and 
respect. The proceedings were iiuiti! of 
a simple cliariicter, and by tho wish ot 
tho deceased no flower.'; covered the oak- 
en casket that enclosed bis remains.

Xt the morning service at .Vll Saints' 
churoh ou Sunday the vicar (llev. J. H. 
EUisou) said: "I cannot begin niy ser- 
mon thin nioniing without a refere.ice 
to the ilea til of Sir Jose^ih Devereux. 
Even if there had been no speeial rea- 
siiii for speaking with respect of him 
who has just iiasscd lo his rest, it would 
have lieeii hard to say nothing. Kvery- 
boily knew Sir Joseph, at all events, by 
sight. His long re^-iileiiee ill Wmidsiir. 
if nothing else, Avould have made lilm 
rriiiarkali'le. lu these days of change 
iiird hurry, it was a refreshing thing to 
look at the old man and remember that 
he Inul lived out the whole of bis 87 
^ears in this one town. It was like 
looking nt one nf those old oak trees 
in the forest which have seen genera- 
tions rise up around them and pass 
a\ray aud still stand there fresh ami 
vigoious. But wbeii we add to this tliat 
bo was a man of charaeter, one wlio 
while giving himself freely to tiie ser- 
vice of the town, never lost tne sio'eial 
i'iiiir'e.--y and disi iiii't ion which are lield 
tn In; ihe innrKs of other days. When 
we reineiiilier that he thrice held tin' of- 
liee of mayor, that for forty years he 
look a leiiiiiiig pan in Hie ,;iiiblle life <if 
the town at! nieniber of the town eoini- 
eil, anil above all, thai bis life -was iu- 
spired through and through by a spirit 
of true religion, then the word "re- 
spect" must lie changed into Koinelhing 
ileeper and warmer, and I believe that 
t h-hall carry with me all 'Wbo knew 
him when 1 claim from the town an of- 
feetionate ond grateful regard an the 
loasit it can l^V6 to the memory of one 
who played his part so worthily, and 
gave S') much to Windsor. In conclu- 
sion the viear expressed his belief that 
tiiere was room in the preseni day lor 
mneli that had given its aistinetive 
iiuality to Sir .loscipli's life, room for the 
eourleiiiis manner.'^ of former tiinei", 
room for the strong- local patriolisin 
which should innke them all feol citizens 
of uii nieiiii city — room above all for 
tliat public spirit wliieb led Sir .leHepli 
when he was a young man and in busi- 
iiesK in the town to devote to the ser- 
vice of bis fell<iw townsmen so largi; a 
pai't of liis time and attention. The 
vicar ended by an aiMieal to the younger 
men of the town to e.xhibit in their lives 
tho same willlugness to serv?, the town 
nt a time w'hen siicli piil^Uc flervice made 
larger demands than it did in by-gone 
yea r.s.
